The planet Jupiter was ESE at the time 

of the observation, and was close to the | 
earth at the time. Movement reported was 
probably due to atmospheric conditions. 
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Its seneral wed ng Fp was the same as a star, no outline was visibile at such a 
distence only its light was visible to the neked eye. Its light however was mich 
brighter than ony star in its vicinity; and seamed to glow with a steady intensiby 
rather than to twinkle as most stars appear to do. When it moved it saemed to be 
almost teardrop in shape ; which at first lead us to beliove that it misht be 
another "Rocket Shoot", from Cape Canavarel, Floridas such as we have observed

The Licht or object,when I first cbsarvad it, glowed: with approximately twice the 
intensity of any star in its vicinity; when it suddenly began to move I noticed 

a decided increase in its intensity and the color of the Light “hich had vrevious- 
iy been only a ereenish tinged silver, became a definite phosphorus green in color, 
Wnen it moved in its southernly direction, it appeared to do so in tye sometimes 
three separate sure?s, after which it seemed to return to previous level and same 
general location, although it aia not return to its exact former positiong as it
